River, Lake 

Two persons .drowned in the. 
Chain O' Lakes area in separate in- 
cidents Saturday and Tuesday.* 

On Saturday night a boat capsized 
in the Fox River a mile south of 
Wilmot dam and 34-year-old Ray- 
mond Chilla, Sturtevant, Wis., was 
drowned while two companions got 
out safely. 

TUESDAY AFTERNOON, 2% 
year-old Juanita Branding of Petite 
Lake Park apparently fell in Petite 
Lake and efforts to revive her failed. 

Chilla, who could not swim, died 
when he attempted to hand a Ian- 
tern to John Collins, 31. The boat 
overturned and Wayne LeMere, 24, 
of Sturtevant, the only member of 
the party who could swim, grabbed 
Collins and held him up until fish- 
ermen in a nearby boat hauled them 
in. They could, not find Chilla. 

THE TWIN LAKES Rescue Squad 
answered the call and found the vic- 
tim's body about \Vt hours later 
about 15 feet from where the acci- 
dent took place. 

It was the first drowning in the 
dim area in eight years, Kenosha 
County deputies said. It also was 
the first of the year 1 in the county 
this year. 

The Branding baby apparently 
wandered away from her home 
about half a block from Petite Lake 
and was drowned before her mother, 
Mrs. Edward Branding could re- 
trieve her. The Lake Villa Rescue 
Squad answered the call and found 
Mrs. Branding trying to administer 
artificial respiration to the child. A 
Fox Lake doctor was called but 
pronounced the youngster dead up- 
on an examination. 

The lake drowning was the first 
of the year for the Chain O' Lakes.

Planning fot the proposed Coun- 
tryside Hospital for West Lake 
County got on solid ground this 
week with the donation of at least 
15 acres of land by Mr. and Mrs. 
John T. Rule of Grayslake. 

The site, at the southwest comer 
of Grub Hill Rd. and Grand Ave. 
in Lake Villa. Township was. for- 
mally accepted Sunday afternoon. 
Attending were directors of the hos- 
pital, about 30 volunteer workers 
and supervisors of two of the four 
principal townships which the hos- 
pital will serve. 

THE GRAND AVE. site is des- 
cribed as ideal for the hospital by 
officials since it is in the almost 
exact center of the population clus- 
ters and distance of the areas to be 
served. Also- it is situated so that 
no individual group or community 
can consider the hospital as "its 
own." The property is one mile 
west of Lake Villa, about 7 Ms miles 
from Antioch, 6% miles from Fox 
Lake and 10 miles from Grayslake. 

The Rule family gave the land 
outright to the hospital group and 
it would be worth upwards of 
$30,000 on the market, according to 
estimates. The property will be a 
minimum of 15 acres and may run 
as much as 20 acres when surveys 
are completed, says George Heuer, 
president of the hospital. 

COUNTRYSIDE HOSPITAL 
needs at least 15 acres and could use 
20 acres for the hospital unit being 
planned, Heuer said. 

Donation of the land was brought 
about through the efforts of a four- 
member committee and with the 
help of Rev. Vincent Fish of the 
Holy Family Episcopal Church at 
Ingleside. The committee met with 
Mr. and Mrs. Rule several times to 
explain the hospital plan. 

The Rule family owns several 
score acres of land* in the area and 
has been very generous with it in 
donating parcels for various uses. 
The family most recently gave a 7- 
acre section to the Lakeland Baptist 
Church on the west and has given 
land to the Gavin School and the 
Holy Family Episcopal Church. 

ACQUISITION OF the land will 
be the signal for the start of a col- 
lection campaign for the hospital, 
Heuer said. Pledge cards are being 
made up, the seal has been approved 
and collection plans are being final- 
ized. The hospital will need at 
least $500,000 to be able to begin 
construction. 

The hospital will be planned with 
at least 25 beds in the first stage 
and will have complete surgical, 
obstetrical and therapeutic facilities. 
It will be planned so that it can be 
expanded to at least 100 beds which 
is described by Dr. Calvin Midgley, 
vice president of the association, as . 



the most economical hospital unit 
size. 

HOSPITAL FINANCING will 
come through public subscription 
with attempts to get some federal 
funds. However, a complete popu- 
lation survey must be made so that 
the Countryside Hospital Assn. can 
show the state the actual . need of 
additional facilities. At present 
populations of incorporated areas 
are used and officials feel this would 
not give a true picture of the popu- 
lation of this area. " - 

The hospital group will give Mr. 
and Mrs. Rule a membership in the 
association and make other tribute 
to them for -their donation of land 
at the opening of the completed 
structure, Heuer said. 

Pictures were taken at' the accep- 
tance Sunday. Attending were 
Frank Valenta and Edward Tiede, 
supervisors of Grant and Lake Villa 
Townships. Invited were L. E. 
(Red) Murrie of .Antioch and M. E. 
Murrie of Av6n**Townships. Mr. 
-and Mrs. Rule declined to attend 
because tlfey wanted little publicity 
for themselves. 



Louie Van Patten, 
Antioch Native, 
Dies at 66 

Llewellyn (Louie) Van Patten, 
Sr., 86, a life-long resident of Anti- 
och and charter, member of the fire 
department, died. Sunday, May 24, 
in Victory Memorial Hospital In 
Waukegan where he had been a pa- 
tient for the past three weeks. 

A native of Antioch, he was born 
Oct. 28, 1892, the son of Benjamin 
Franklin and Mary Van Patten. He 
was married to Deborah Crlbb on 
Aug. 3, 1911, in Antioch, where they 
have spent thejir lifetime.

A program of wrestling at Anti- 
och High School is being considered 
by the school board as an addition 
to the athletic program. A decision 
will be made at the June meeting.

SCORE CARDS, accompanied by 
a $1 entry fee, will be turned Into 
the club professional or other offi- 
cial in charge. The individual 
scores will be processed and tabu- 
lated by Stivers Office Service, Chi- 
cago, which has been performing 
this service for the past several 
years. Those golfers who defeat the 
Champion this year will receive at- 
tractive National Golf Day awards. 

All proceeds from the nationwide 
competition will go to Caddie Schol- 
arship Funds, Golf Programs at Vet- 
erans' Hospitals and Service Depots, 
Turf Research and Education, Pro- 
grams for Blind and Amputee Golf- 
ers, Jaycee Junior Golf, the PGA 
Benevolent, Relief and Educational 
Funds, etc. 

Since 1952, National Golf Day has 
brought $665,000 to these and na- 
tional welfare organizations in be- 
half of the nation's golfers.

Seaway To Help 
Farmers 3 Ways 
Says Economist 

The opening of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway will help farmers in three 
ways: (1) it will increase the de- 
mand for their products, (2) it will 
make some supplies available at 
lower prices and (3) it will stimu- 
late industrial ' development and 
business activity in the midwest. 

These developments will not be 
sudden or revolutionary, says the 
University of Illinois. They will 
not eliminate the cost-price squeeze. 
They will not solve all, or even most, 
of our farmers' income problems. 
But the Seaway will provide real 
increases in income over what 
would have been possible without 
it. And these increases will be 
cumulative over many years., pre- 
dicts L. H. Simerl, agricultural 
economist. 

The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has calculated that the costs 
of moving wheat from Duluth, 
Minn., to Rotterdam, Netherlands, 
will be 12 cents a bushel less by the 
Seaway than by a former route. 
Similar savings may be made on 
costs of exporting corn and soy- 
beans. 

EXACT FIGURES ON future 
costs cannot be given, since ocean 
freight rates rise and fall with 
changes in demand for shipping 
space. 

The benefit of the cost cutting will 
probably be split in three ways: (1) 
it will tend to lift prices to pro- 
ducers, (2) it will increase the vol- 
ume of grain that can be sold for 
export and (3) some of the savings 
will be passed on to foreign consum- 
ers in the form of lower prices. 

Farmers in Illinois and Wisconsin 
will receive most of the benefits ac- 
cruing to producers of corn and soy- 
beans. 

THE BENEFITS OF lower ship- 
ping costs of wheat will be divided 
between the producers in the United 
States and those of Canada. Both 
will use the Seaway. The United 
States and Canada are the two 
largest exporters of wheat. 

Early estimates were that 40 to 

45 million bushels of grain from the 

J United States and Canada would be 

exported through the Seaway this 

i year. Actual shipments may be 



much larger. By March 1, bookings 
had been made to ship 25 million 
bushels before July 1. 

THE SEAWAY WILL be open for 
about eight months of the year. The 
route will be frozen over for about 
four months each winter* 

The Seaway will bring some sup- 
plies to midwest farmers at lower 
costs than would have been possible 
without it. Examples are barbed 
wire and other steel products from 
foreign mills and factories. 

The Seaway will provide a strong 
stimulus to industrial development 
in the midwest. Chicago, Kenosha, 
and other Great Lakes cities are 
now ocean ports.

Some of you will recall the 1848 
debate when Thomas -E. Dewey and! 
Harold Stassen discussed the topic:' 
-Should the Communist Party be 
outlawed?" 

That^same debate will take place 1 
in Illinois during the coming weeks 
because of a proposal In the State 
Senate to outlaw -the Communist 
Party in Illinois. :%■ 

I RECALL THE 1848 Dewey- 
Stassen debate clearly. Both were 
trying to get the GOP presidential 
nomination and Stassen challenged 
Dewey to debate this issue in the 
decisive Oregon primary. I was go-, 
ing to college and when I turned or 
the radio to listen to the debate I 
agreed completely with Stassen. It 
seemed obvious to me that we 
should outlaw the 'Communist party 
—and I am sure that is the first re- 
action which most citizens have. 

But by the time "the debate .was 
over I realized that Dewey was 
right.., He made points at that time 
which still are valid in Illinois to- 
day. ' . / 

I THINK THERE is significance 
in the fact that the country followed 
Dewey's advice, not Stassen's, and 
that the Communist party has grown 
smaller and smaller. Today there 
are about 20,000 Communists in our 
nation and I would guess that num- 
ber will continue to grow smaller. 
At one time the Communists had 
nearly a million votes in the U. S. 

The one thing Communism can't 
stand is to be brought out into the 
open and have its ideas and prac- 
tices compared with those of free 
countries. Communism can thrive 
in the dark, but not in the light. 

1 recall visiting at a place called 
Hyde Park in 'London while I was 
in the Army. Here any crack-pot 
with a crazy idea can stand on a 




chair or soap-box and talk to any- 
one; who will ^listen to his ideas. 
People from the audience shout out 
questions and it gets to be quite 

a ShOW, .:-:-A ] 

^ONEiOF THE speakers was itne 
head of the Communist party In 
London and he was giving the usual 
Communist line with the use of 
some old-fashioned oratory. An 
elderly lady standing toward the 
firont interrupted him with this 
question: "Why can't* we speak in 
Moscow like , ; you are speaking 
here?" The! man had * no answer. 
There was a moment of silence and 
then everyone, laughed at him. His 
balloon had punctured/ v 
: This illustrates the basic differ* 
ence between the free way and the 
Communist way. We believe in let- 
ting anyone with an idea— even a 
ridiculous idea— stand up and pre-, 
sent his cause. -Democracy is made 
strong by permitting a free flow of 
ideas, not . suppressing them. We 
believe that you can't put an idea 
into jail. 

THAT DOES NOT mean that 
anyone who actually plans to over- 
throw our government by violent 
means. can get by with it. We have 
laws to take care of that and the 
federal agencies are doing an effec- 
tive job. They deserve our thanks 
and encouragement 

There are only a few Communists 
in Illinois at the present time and 
the FBI has things pretty much 
under control. The problem is 
basically one for the federal govern- 
ment and not for the state, since 
the state does not have agencies to 
deal with this particular type of 
thing. 

The basic question is: How can 
you most effectively combat Com- 
munism? 

THE ONE APPROACH is that pf 
outlawing them. In this way you 
drive their activities underground. 

The other approach is that it's 
better to have them out in the open 
than underground; this is in line 
with our American traditions. 

I believe our system is strong 
enough to resist Communism with- 
out adopting Communist methods.

Number of Rabid 
Dog Cases Drops 

State compulsory vaccination of 
dogs has resulted in a major decline 
in the number of rabid dogs re- 
ported by health authorities. 

In 1952, when the state began 
vaccination, there were 322 cases 
reported. Last year nine rabid dogs 
were reported. 

THE NUMBER OF CASES in the 
intervening years, according to the 
state departments of Agriculture 
and Health, were: 1953, 174; 1954, 
206; 1955, 41; 1956, 59; 1957, 21. 

Dr. Thomas G. Scott, head of wild- 
life research at the Illinois Natural 
History Survey in Urbana, believes 
that continuation of the vaccination 
program should remove dogs from 
the epidemic cycle but that certain 
wild mammals will continue to har- 
bor the disease.

Disability Freeze Is 
Social Security Part 

The disability freeze is an im- 
portant feature of the social secur- 
ity program and should be under- 
stood by every social security card 
holder and his family, Bernard Bar- 
nett, manager of the Waukegan so- 
cial security office, said today. 

People tend to overlook the 
"freeze" because there is no immedi- 
ate cash benefit, Barnett added. 
However, the freeze protects future 
cash benefit rights of those who 
have had to stop working because 
of a disability and deserves the same 
public understanding that the other 
cash benefit provisions enjoy. 

THE NEED FOR the freeze pro- 
gram is based on the general rule 
that when one is not working under 
social security prior to age 65 (62 
for women), his potential benefit is 
being reduced. If anyone has a reg- 
ular and substantial amount of 
work under social security and has 
had to give up gainful work because 1 
of a disability that Is expected to be 
of long, continued and indefinite 
duration, he may freeze his social 
security account. 

The freeze maintains his poten- 
tial benefit at the amount estab- 
lished during his working days. 

Only those persons unable to work' 
because of a disability may freeze 
their social security earnings record.

Reminds Retired 
Visit SS Offices 



While the South was fighting to 
free itself from the Union, its 
women were planting the begin- 
nings of one of the most reverent 
national holidays of the U. S.— Me- 
morial Day. 

The nation was still torn by the 
Civil War when Southern women 
began to honor the dead from both 
sides of the Mason-Dixon line by 
scattering flowers on their graves. 

ACCORDING TO research ex- 
perts with The World Book Ency- 
clopedia, the women of Columbus, 
Miss., decorated the graves of Union 
and Confederate soldiers in 1883. 
Two years later, Mrs, Sue Landon 
Vaughn, a descendant of John 
Adams, second president of the U. 
S., led some women in strewing 
flowers at a military cemetery in 
Vicksburg, Miss. 

As the custom* spread, General 
John A. Logan, commander-in-chief 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
was persuaded to set a uniform date 
on which to honor the Union dead. 
In 1868, Logan issued a general or- 
der to all Grand Army posts, setting 
aside May 30th, "for the purpose of 
strewing with flowers or otherwise 
decorating the graves of comrades 
who died in defense of theft coun- 
try." 

THE FIRST CELEBRATIONS in 
the North exalted the Union armies 
for their victory over the South. 



But the theme of victor and van- 
quished gradually disappeared. 

As the U.S. passed through the 
Spanish-American War, the World 
Wars and the Korean War, Memor- 
ial Day became a tribute to the na- 
tion and to all those who died for it.
